If you can imagine troops try- 
ing to batter their way across 
the wildest heights of the Amer- 
ican Rockies, you'll have some 
idea of the combat which is be- 
ing desperately fought on mile- 
high peaks within sight of the 
Ionian Sea and the Island of 
Corfu directly to the west. A 
few miles up this magnificent 
gorge the Italians are fighting 
to hold new lines on the summits 
which mark the Albanian fron- 
tier. Their positions by nature 
are exceptionally strong, but 
these tough little Greek soldiers 
have already driven them back 
from veritable eagles’ nests 
above Philiates. At night myri- 
ads of stars gleam close over 
these black mountains. From 
of darkness voices of 
bivouacked troops rise suddenly, 
then sink to a steady hum 
among the olive groves on the 
slopes lower down. But several 
miles up the gorge artillery 
booms intermittently all through 
the night, sending lightning 
shafts across the skyline. Then 
you know that liberty costs more 
than words and there is no 
peace even this close to heaven. 


It is something to remember 
—the wildness, the savage, eerie 
grandeur and the iron hearts of 
the simple, amazingly cheerful 
men who fight relentlessly 
against stupendous obstacles. We 
had to come here to begin to 
know and feel what it is. We 
also had to come to learn, for 
the first time, how Greek strat- 
egy has completely outclassed 
and outwitted the Italian invad- 
-ers in this extreme southern 
sector. Here, once more, it has 
been demonstrated that superior- 
ity in guns and men is not 
enough when brains and fight- 
ing spirit belong to those who 
believe in the justice of their 
cause, 

Twelve days ago the Italians 
had penetrated south of the Kal- 
amas River all the way to Mar- 
gariti, 


The Action. 


They had entrenched them- 
selves on a series of high, well- 
fortified positions, some 15,000 
men of the Siena division, plus 
a third grenadier regiment. In 
a fierce 24-hour battle the 
Greeks threw them back, strik-

From Rugged Southern Sector

WITH THE GREEK FORCES ON THE SOUTHERN AL 
BANIAN FRONT, Nov. 28 (Delayed). 
OW the outnumbered Greeks ever recaptured Philiates seems 
beyond belief once you have spent two hours on horseback 
clambering up the trails of broken rocks to that lone and lofty 
town surrounded by tumbling ranges of sheer granite. But so does 
everything about warfare in this hitherto unvisited southern sector 
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tain in a dominating position 
from which the artillery could 
shell Philiates. 

Again the Italians’ left flank 
had been turned. At Ktemi the 
Greeks attacked furiously on 
Nov. 20 and the same night the 
Fascists withdrew ingloriously 
from Philiates, leaving great 
quantities of war material be- 
hind. Hundreds of Italians were 
cut off in the night and taken 
prisoner. | 

Back to Frontier. 
’ Since then the Greeks have 
fought their way up the gorges, 
thrusting back the enemy to 
the Albanian frontier over ter- 
rain which would seem impreg- 
nable. 

This remarkable military 
achievement is due to highly 
intelligent leadership, together 
with forced night marches by 
Greek troops, whose endurance 
and tenacity is almost phenom- 
enal. In contrast to these sol- 
dierly qualities, the Greek gen- 
eral said: : 

“The Italians have no morale. 
When they have lost a battle, in- 
stead of withdrawing in orderly 
fashion and covering up their 
retreat, they throw away all 
their arms. For us it is a very 
useful habit.” 

Despite their military blund- 
ers nearly 20,000 Italians have 
been saved from complete dis- 
aster by the huge mountains 
along the frontier. The Greeks 
remain on the offensive. Pack 
mules, loaded with shells and 
munitions, climb up treacherous 
trails nightly, carrying all vital 
supplies to front _ positions, 
which can scarcely be described 
as front lines. Greek communi- 
cations are never interrupted 
and the troops’ confidence and 
enthusiasm never dwindles. 


Attack Pressed On. 


The Italian command is striv- 
ing desperately to hold positions 
here as in front of Argyrocas- 
tro. In mountain  fastnesses 
even half-hearted troops can of- 
fer resistance. But the Greek 
troops fight on regardless of 
the huge, barren, rock castles 
before them. The Greek artil- 
lery thunders across the ravines 
and gorges. The Greek infan- 
try seizes new vantage points, 
moving across the perilous 
slopes in the darkness. 

Here, as north of the Arctic 
Circle, nature is magnificent, 
and so are men. Up the gorge 
the thunder and lightning of 
the guns shatters midnight 
mountain stillness, which has 
been unbroken for decades. 
Down among the olive groves 
the campfires of the Greeks 
flicker fitfully. 

As we mount our horses and 
start down the trail under the 
multitudinous stars, we hear 
strong voices lifted suddenly in 
the night. The Greek soldiers 
are singing. Only the strong- 
hearted can sing in this kind 
of mountains in this kind of 
war,

hind wooden or brick walls and 
then try to sleep in preparation for 
the next day’s gamble with death, 
When the bombs dropped, at noon 
today, we happened to be in one 
of the city’s few safe places.

Corfu’s tortured people are un- 
derstandably bitter about the Ital- 
ian bombings, here and over the 
entire island. Yesterday, the 
suburb of Alepou, where there are 
nothing but tiny private cottages, 
was showered with bombs. It is 
insisted here that villagers else- 
where, including the inhabitants of 
Levkimo, have been machine- 
gunned from the air. 

Fortress Without Guns. 
In any case, it is absolutely in- 
disputable that Corfu is a defense- 
less city, without armed ‘protection 
of any kind. We can testify per- 
sonally that today’s bombings were 
fully one mile from the port. 
Corfu’s only fortification consists 
of an ancient fortress, centuries 
old, without guns. Despite these

Most of the buildings here have 
no cellars worthy of the name, 
most of them being merely lower 
rooms in which scores of persons 
remain huddled for six or seven 
hours. The rescue work by police 
and the limited hospital corps some- 
times is delayed for hours because 
the Fascists are bombing all mov- 
ing objects and central places in- 
discriminately. 

Resident’s Bitter Comment. 

One man said to me today: “We 
have no guns at all. That’s why 
they come here. You see how brave 
the Italians are. When they have 
to fight against soldiers, they run 
away at once.” 

One city official also expressed 
this fear: “Corfu’s charm and beau- 
ty, her great attraction for tour- 
ists, have all been due to her un- 
spoiled character and to the fact 
that the city’s buildings and streets 
are all just as they were hundreds 
of years ago. Now, the Italians are 
destroying all that. When they 
build again, many of our people 
will construct modern buildings 
and will clamor for wide streets. 
All the perfume of Corfu will be 
gone and one of the loveliest old 
cities in Europe will be only a 
memory.”

TOBE EVACUATED 
FROM LIVERPOOL 


Relief. Work Is Begun Even 
as German Bombs Fall 


in Mightiest Assault on 
Merseyside Area. 


LIVERPOOL, England, Nov. 29 
AP).—Relief workers provided food 
and shelter today for many fam- 
ilies bombed out of their homes last 
night in the worst German air as- 
sault' so far on the Merseyside. 

Many homes were demolished, but 
relief work began even while the 


bombs were falling and most of the 
homeless were fed and established 
in new quarters while the raid still 
was in progress. 

At several points in Liverpool 
rescue workers dug in wreckage 
for victims trapped in their bombed 
homes. A number of persons were 
believed to be buried .under tons 
of debris in one pace. Two persons 
were killed in a direct hit on a pub- 
lic shelter. 

In many streets there was not a 
window left intact in buildings and 
residences. 

Serious Damage. 

One district of Liverpool which 
was heavily bombed in the first 
days of the concentrated attacks 
on the Merseyside area was most 
seriously damaged. 

Air Raid Protection officials 
said many persons would be trans- 
ferred from this area to accommo- 
dations elsewhere because of dam- 
age to their homes. 

A police station, a movie the- 
ater, a block of flats and a bank 
were among the damaged build- 
ings but casualties were described 
as “amazingly slight, in view of the 
length of the raid and the method 
of indiscriminate bombing by re- 
lays of planes.” 

Liverpool’s populace praised the 
heroism and efficiency of its fire 
department and dAuxiliary Fire 
Service, which tackled fires set by 
uncounted incendiaries dropped by 
the first raiders and put them out 
before the glare could guide the 
follow-up waves of bombers. 

Intense Ground Fire. 

In the face of what was described 
as the most intense and continuous 
anti-aircraft barrage ever put up 
in the north of England, the Ger- 
mans had to keep dropping flares 
to light their objectives. 

In another northwest town a 
whole row of houses was crumbled 
and a warehouse badly damaged. 
However, only three casualties 
were reported in this area, where 
most of the inhabitants took shel- 
ter. 

Some persons were known to 
have been killed in another north- 
west town which suffered the long- 
est raid of the night in this area. 
Demolition squads tunneled into the 
debris this morning searching for 
bodies.

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100 Greek Women Denied Guns, 
Fight 3000 Italians With St 


‘Amazons,’ Ordered to Return Home, Climb 
Mountain Peaks and Roll Rocks Down 
on Enemy Troops in Gorge.

SALONIKA, Greece, Nov. 29 
(AP).—An “Amazon Company” of 


Macedonian peasant women who 
helped the Greek army defeat 3000 
Italian troops by rolling rocks 
down on them from Pindus Moun- 
tain peaks, was described today in 
a Greek dispatch from the Epirus 
front. 

More than 100 women were re- 
ported by a Greek correspondent to 
have followed a Greek army col- 
umn, against the orders of an of- 
ficer, and to have fought with the 
soldiers. 

The correspondent quoted one 
middle-aged farm woman, Helen 
Codjamani, who. was wounded in 
the fighting, as telling him: 

“A Sergeant who passed through 
our village wanted to know the 
way to the Chapel of St. George. 
We told him and when he started 
off about 100 women took the trail 
after him. When we neared the 
chapel, we saw many Greek sol- 
diers. When the officer saw us, he 
got very angry and ordered us to 
go back, but we started shouting, 


‘We shall not go back. We want 
to fight with you.’ 

“Since they wouldn’t give us 
guns, we got hold of an ammuni- 
tion magazine and trench mortars, 
and we followed the soldiers to the 
high peaks of the mountains. 

“During the night other women 
joined us. We didn’t lose a single 
minute, and when night fell our 
troops had occupied all summits 
and we were now waiting. We 
women took our places on the pla- 
teau of a mountain called Pour- 
nara. 

“Next morning at 10 o’clock, Ital 
ians appeared in a ravine below us. 
Our soldiers let them advance. 
When about 3000 enemies thus en- 
tered the gorge, our soldiers start- 
ed shooting. I cannot describe 
what followed. 

“The Italians began to scatter 
and ran in all directions. Then 
we went into action and appeared 
at the extremity of the mountain 
and began throwing stones on the 
invaders. That was a terrible show- 
er. When the sun set in the ra- 
vine there was not a single Italian 
alive.” 


PAPER QUESTIONS AP'S 
PICTURE OF ENGLAND 


LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP). — The 


diplomatic correspondent of the 
London Times, in an article pub- 
lished yesterday, said statements 
in a recent Associated Press dis- 
patch painted a picture of condi- 
tions in England in terms which 
are “certainly open to question.” 

The Associated Press dispatch 
referred to was written by Drew 
Middleton and said Britain now 
was passing through its darkest 
days since the evacuation of Dun- 
kerque. This statement, said the 
Times correspondent, will “cause 
surprise on this side of the Atlan- 
tic.” 

The Times article also disagreed 
with Middleton’s statement that 
present British censorship methods 
are reminiscent of those employed 
in France before its surrender. It 
was argued by the Times writer 
that British censorship permits 
open and direct criticism to an ex- 
tent impossible in France. 

In a meeting yesterday, Minis- 
ter of Information Alfred Duff 
Cooper said security and winning 
the war were more important than 
questions of censorship. Review- 
ing the past two weeks—marked, 
as he said, by improvement of the 


Mediterranean situation and Greek 
resistance with British aid—he ex- 
pressed concrn over the “press” the 
British cause is getting in America.

The Board of Public Service 
awarded a three-year contract for 
maintenance of city street lights 
today to G. Locke Tarlton, general 
contractor, on his low bid of $578,- 
853, which is 27 per cent under the 
$792,000 the city paid for this work 
during the last three years to the 
Federal Engineering & Construc- 
tion Co. of Kansas City. 

The contract was given to Tarl- 
ton on recommendation of Edward 
E. Wall, Director of Public Utili- 
ties, and without discussion by the 
board. Only three of the five mem- 
bers of the board were present. 
They were, in addition to Wall, 
Baxter L. Brown, president of the 
board, and Director Frank J. Mc-

Seven other firms, including the 
Federal company, submitted bids 
for the current contract, and all of- 
fered to do the work for substan- 
tially less than what the city pre- 
viously paid. The bid of the Fed- 
eral firm, of which Thomas Bash, 
former Sheriff of Jackson County, 
is president, -was $579,936, or $299,-

The plan does not outlaw organ- 
ized labor’s right to strike or the 
employer’s right to close a plant, 
but merely insists that labor and 
management make a sincere effort 
to adjust their differences before 
throwing men and women out of 
work. 
Provisions of Ball Bill. 

The essence of the Minnesota 
plan, modeled after the national 
railroad mediation laws, is simply 
that there shall be no strike or 
lockout for at least 10 days after 
the beginning of a dispute, and 
that when essential industries are 
involved, the Governor is empow- 
ered to add an additional 30 days 
to the truce or negotiating period. 
In the case of a State, the essen- 
tial industries are the public util- 
tiies, trucking, hospital and sim- 
ilar services. In the present na- 
tional emergency Senator’ Ball 
would apply the formula to the de- 
fense industries, which he concedes 
cover a large territory. 


The Minnesota law was enacted 
in 1939 under conditions compara- 
ble to those existing today. Strikes 
had heen so spectacular that the 
rural legislators were prepared to 
enact drastic legislation aimed at 
the outlawing of strikes. In the 
House of Representatives feeling 
seems so strong that many Repre- 
sensatives believe a national compul- 
sory arbitration bill could be ap- 
proved there with little difficulty. 

Organized labor fought the dras- 
tic legislation in Minnesota, and 
both the AFL and the CIO have an- 
noumced their opposition to compul- 
sory arbitration.

DEATHS OF 7 IN WAREHOUSE 


EXPLOSION LAID TO GAS LEAK 


Eighth Body Sought in Ruins at 
Toppenish, Wash.; Spark Thought 
to Have Set Off Blast. 

TOPPENISH, Wash., Nov. 29 


(AP).—Leaking gas, set off by a 
spark, was said today to have 
caused the explosion and fire which 
killed at least seven persons in a 
warehouse-business building here 
yesterday. 

Fire Chief Leo Henle advanced 
the gas explosion theory. He said 


the victims were trapped by de- 
bris. 

“We could hear their  pitiable 
cries for several minutes after we 
started fighting the fire which 
crept closer to them,” he related. 
“There was no possible way to 
rescue them and we could only try 
to keep the fire from getting to 
them. They probably died of suf- 
focation.” 

The explosion shook virtually 
this whole community, on the edge 
of the Yakima Indian reservation.

Official British 
Report of Fight 
Off Sardinia 


LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP).— The 
British Admiralty’s 4ramatic story 
of Wednesday's battle between 
British and Italian naval and air 
forces in the Mediterranean follows 


in full: 

“Tt now is possible to give an ac- 
count of the naval engagement and 
pursuit of Italian forces in the 


Mediterranean yesterday (Wednes- 
day) afternoon. ; 

“Soon after 10 a. m. our forces 
operating to the westward of Sar- 
dinia received reports from our rec- 
onnaissance aircraft that enemy 
forces consisting of two battleships 
and a large number of cruisers and 
destroyers were at sea about 75 
miles to the northeastward. 

“Our forces at once increased to 
full speed and altered course to 
close with the enemy in the hope of 
bringing him to action. 

“A few minutes after noon, four 
enemy cruisers were sighted hull 
down over the horizon. 

British Open Fire. 

“At 12:21 p. m. our advanced light 
units opened fire. The enemy cruis- 
ers replied, but almost immediately 
they turned away and retired to the 
northeastward at high speed under 
cover of smoke. 


“At 12:50 p. m. two enemy battle- 
ships accompanied by cruisers were 
sighted, The battleships were one 
shinp of the Littorio class and one 
of the Cavour class. 


“The enemy heavy ships opened 
fire on our cruisers, These were 
forced by the much heavier metal 
of the enemy to make a slight turn 
away, but within a few minutes the 
enemy battlesiuips themselves 
turned away and our cruisers at 
once resumed their pursuit of the 
Italian cruisers, 


“Our slower units rapidly fell 
astern, but the battle cruiser Re- 
nown (Capt. C. E. B. Simeon, R. N., 
flying the flag of Vice-Admiral Sir 
James Somerville), did her utmost 
to bring the enemy heavy ships to 


Fj jaction, but was unable to do so ow- 
sea jing to the speed at which the en- 


emy retired. 
Ship Battle Ends Near Coast. 
“By 1:10 p. m.,, the chase, having 


Le been carried to within a few miles 


of the enemy’s coast, was aban- 
doned. 


“By this time, the enemy had 


<a iscatttered, and owing to the ex- 


treme range and the smoke screens 
used by them, no damage to their 
ships was observed then. 


“Subsequent air reconnaissance, 
however, ipdicated that considera- 
ble damage must have been caused 
by our gunfire before the enemy 
reached the shelter of his coast or 
disappeared behind his smoke 
screen. 


“One enemy cruiser, believed to 
be of the eight-inch gun type, was 
seriously on fire aft. 


“One destroyer of the Gregale 
class was seen to be down by the 
stern, listing heavily and stopping. 
One other enemy destroyer was 
listing slightly and was losing way: 


Planes Bomb Italian Vessels. 


“Aircraft of the fleet arm of H. 
M. S. Ark Royal, Capt. C. S. Hol- 
land, R. N., attacked repeatedly 
during the pursuit and afterward. 

“One force of Swordfish aircraft 
carried out a torpedo attack on 
the enemy battleships, and one tor- 
pedo was seen to hit a battleship 
of the new and powerful (35,000- 
ton) Littorio class. 


“Another force of Swordfish at- 
tacked an enemy unit consisting 
of three 18-inch gun cruisers. One 
torpedo hit was almost certainly 
obtained on the rear ship—a 10,000- 
ton ship of the Bolzano class—and 
the leading ship of this formation 
was observed to have reduced 
speed immediately after this at- 
tack, 


“A force of Skuas (naval dive- 
bombing planes) dive-bombed a 
formation of three six-inch gun 
cruisers of the Condottieri class. 
Two very near misses were ob- 
tained, and it appears that one of 
the enemy cruisers was damaged. 


“All our aircraft returned safely 
from these operations. 

“The only damage to our forces 
was to H. M. S. Berwick (a 10,000- 
ton cruiser), Capt. G. L. Warren, 
R. N., which received two hits. The 
damage is slight, and this ship is 
ready for service. 


“In this ship, one officer and six 
ratings were killed. Two ratings 
were seriously wounded and seven 
slightly wounded. The next of kin 
of casualties are being informed 
as soon as possible. 


Italian Air Attacks. 


“At 2:35 p. m. our forces were 
attacked by 10 enemy bombers es-

ALUMINUM PLANT 
REOPENS IN EAST 


Compromise Ends Dispute 


Over $12 Union Dues— 
$250,000 Loss to Work- 
ers During Idle Period. 


NEW KENSINGTON, Pa., Nov. 


29 (AP).—Work on large defense 
orders at the principal plant of the 


Aluminum Company of America 
was resumed today after a compro- 
mise settlement of a CIO strike— 
over a $12 union dues dispute—that 
cost 7500 employes $250,000 in wages 
through a, week’s idleness.

Handled by Murray. 

The strike was the first handled 
by Philip Murray since his election 
as CIO president last Friday. Mur- 
ray and Nick A. Zonarich, interna- 
tional president of the Aluminum 
Workers’ Union, drew up the com- 
promise proposal at a conference 
Wednesday night. Federal and state 
labor conciliators also aided in the 
negotiations. 

Company spokesmen said the so- 
lution “is of the type we have been 
urging right along.” Zonarich com- 
mented: “We accomplished what 
we set out to do.” 

The firm is the only producer of 
aluminum in the country. The prod- 
uct is used widely in airplane man- 
ufacture.

by late-season injuries to leading 


players, the St. Louis University Billikens and the Bears, of Wash- 


ington University, will meet on 


the gridiron &t Walsh Memorial 


Stadium tomorrow afternoon for the twenty-fifth time since the series 


began 40 years ago. 

A day before the battle, starting 
lineups were uncertain. Alternate 
choices were named for several po- 
sitions on each eleven.. Mel Aus- 
sieker, the Billikens’ ace backfield 
man, appeared definitely out of the 
competition with displaced knee 
ligaments; Johnny Sexton, all-Val- 
ley end, was lost to St. Louis when 
he joined the navy recently; George 
Kowalchuk, the Bears’ most de- 
pendable kicker, and Joe Ady, first- 
string fullback, were limping. 

These were the main casualties. 
But the Billikens have Dick Weber 
and the Bears have Bud Schwenk 
and the game sizes up very much as 
a passing duel between the two. 
Weber also will do his team’s kick- 
ing and a fair share of the running 
as a real triple-threater should do 
and Schwenk, the Bears’ best run- 
ner and r, also may have to 
share in the kicking duties if 
Kowalchuck is unable to continue 
in the action, 

It’s Take Your Pick. 

There is little in the 1940 records 
of the two teams to indicate that 
either should be a favorite. The 
Bears have won three and lost 
five, while the Billikens have won 
two, lost six and tied one. The 
class of competition has been about 
the same and the rivals have 
played four common opponents— 
Missouri Mines, Drake, Centenary 
and the Oklahoma Aggies. 

Against these four teams, the 
Billikéns scored 34 points and al- 
lowed 33 while the Bears, scoring 
52 points, permitted the opposi- 
tion 92. This might indicate an 
advantage on attack of 18 points 
for the Bears and one of 59 points 
on defense for the Billikens. Just 
what a combination of these fig- 
ures would indicate is too deep for 
most observers. 

In play for the season, this of- 
fense-defense ratio is maintained. 
The Bears, in eight games, have 
scored 126 points for an average 
of 15.7 and allowed 157 points for 
an average of 196 a game. The 
Billikins, in nine games, scored 
85 points and permitted 113, for 
averages on offense and defense 
of 9.4 and 12.5, respectively. Here 
again, the Bears show about six 
points a game better on offense 
and the Billikens seven points bet- 
ter on defense. 

Wide Open Game Expected. 

Weather and ground conditions 
probably will play an important 
part. Obviously, a slow field would 
retard running attacks and a wet 
ball would cut down the ability of 
passers to heave the ball and of re- 

ceivers to handle it successfully. 

But, with a fast field—and one 
is promised—everything points to 

a wide’open game, with footballs 


flying through the air with what 


the rival coaches, Dukes Duford 
and Frank Loebs, hope will be the 
greatest of ease. “Both elevens have 
fine receivers, the Billikens with 
Wagner, Dernoncourt, Osterholt 
and Carlew and the Bears with 
Turley, Devine, Kowalchuk and 
Lindow. 

With Aussieker out of the strug- 
gle, Schwenk will have no rival as 
a versatile runner and he and 
Weber should stage a great battle 
for passing honors. Frost, the mite 
Washington back, will be the fast- 
est runner on the field -but Jack 
needs to get past that line of scrim- 
mage before he can go places. So 
far as kicking goes, Weber of the 
Billikens rates higher than any of 
the Washington punters, Schwenk, 
Kowalchuk or Hefelfinger. 

With so many positions uncer- 
tain, there is little chance to be 
accurate on the comparative 
weights of the two teams. Accord- 
ing to available statistics—with a 
couple of good guesses thrown in 
—there will be little difference in 
team weights. The Bears hold an 
edge on the line and _ despite 
Frost’s 154 pounds, one in the back- 
field, if Hefelfinger opens at full- 
back as expected. : 

Bears Lead in Series. 

Washington has a big victory- 
advantage in the series. The Bears 
have won 15, lost six and tied three. 
Also, they have won two of the 
last three games, triumphs coming 
by very close. margins. 

In 1937, Washington won, 6 to 0: 
in 1938, the teams played a score- 
less tie and, last year, the Bears

Asks 8 of Each Party to 
Serve on Group to Study 
Reorganization of Execu- 


tive Departments. 


Forrest C. Donnell, Governor- 
elect, sent letters yesterday to eight 
State Senators and eight Repre- 
sentatives asking them to serve on 
a pre-legislative committee to study 
and recommend legislation for the 
improvement of the administration 
of the executive departments com- 
ing under the Governor’s jurisdic- 
tion, 

Particularly, Donnell said, he 
had in mind the consolidation of 
the tax collection agencies of the 
State, with a view to increasing 
the efficiency of collection at de- 
creased cost. The selection of the 
committee was in accord with a 
campaign pledge of Donnell that 
he would take such action.

Biggest Partisan Issue. 


In this first official move in ad- 
vance of his inauguration, the Gov- 
ernor-elect is tackling the biggest 
partisan issue which is expected to 
come before the Legislature. The 
consolidation of the tax collection 
agenices would deprive other State 
officials, all of whom are Demo- 
crats, of very extensive. patronage, 
and, presuming that the head of 
the consolidated agency would be 
appointed by the Governor, turn 
that patronage over to a Republican 
Governor. 


Democratic Governors have start- 
ed out with similar consolidation 
plans, but in each instance have 
failed, the other officials opposing 
legislation which would deprive 
them of the patronage, which is 
the basis of their personal political 
machines, 


Former Gov. Guy B. Park made 
a similar recommendation to the 
Legislature but dropped the idea 
when the pressure from the other 
State officials became so strong 
that there appeared virtually no 
chance that his plan would suc- 
ceed. Gov. Lloyd C. Stark included 
it in his recommendations to fthe 
Legislature, but also quickly Aban- 
doned it. 


Tax Collection Now. 


The principal State taxes are now 
collected by Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Browm, who collects au- 
tomobile licenses; State Auditor 
Forrest Smith, who collects the 
sales tax and supervises the collec- 
tion of the income tax, and State 
Treasurer R. W. Winn, who col- 
lects the inheritance tax and who 
will be succeeded in January by 
Wilson Bell. The State gasoline 
tax is collected by the State Oil De- 
partment, under the Governor’s con- 
trol. 


In addition to this, a change in 
the collection of the income tax 
probably would take the assess- 
ment of the tax from the county 
assessors, of whom there are 115 
in the State, and its collection from 
the county collectors, of whom 
there are an equal number. It 
might be expected that most of 
these county officials would oppose 
a change, which would deprive 
their offices of income and deprive 
them of some patronage. 

It is possible that a committee 
could work out some plan by which 
the consolidated agency would not 
come under appointment of the 
Governor, that the head of the de- 
partment should be elected, or that 
he should be appointed by the elec- 
tive State officials, but any plan 
which would result in more eco- 
nomical collection would decrease 
patronage, and there is little proba- 
bility that it will find favor with 
the other officials. 


Donnell’s Position. 


Donnell pointed out in numerous 
speeches during his campaign that 
the principal sources of State rev- 
enue produce approximately $65,- 
000,000 a year, that these taxes are 
assessed by 10 authorities and col- 
lected by eight, necessitating the 
employment of many more persons 
than would be required if all the 
collections. were under one depart- 
ment. 

There is one set of employes in 
the office of the Secretary of State 
in the collection of the automobile 
licenses, most of which are paid 
in the first two or three months of 
the year. The income’ tax, collect- 
ed by the State Auditor, is mostly 
collected in May. It frequently has 
been pointed out that the different 
periods in which collections come 
would make possible using virtual- 
ly ‘the same employes on all.

for a highway to Alaska, over 
which troops and supplies could be 
moved in an emergency, was men- 
tioned today in speculation on the 
terms that might be involved should 
any additional American warships 
be transferred to Great Britain. 

Completion of a highway between 
the United States and Alaska has 
long been advocated as a means of 
freeing American military outposts 
in Alaska from dependence on a 
long sea route for supplies:and re- 
lieving the navy of convoy duty in 
this area in event of war. 

Anthony J. Dimond, delegate in 
Congress from Alaska, has esti- 
mated that a good road could be 
constructed to close the existing 
gap between Hazelton, Canada, and 
the existing Alaskan highway sys- 
tem for $25,000,000.

Recommendations of grand juries 
during the last five years designed 
to improve conditions in various 
city institutions and departments 
in most cases have not been car- 
ried out, the September term grand 
jury reported today to Circuit 
Judge Ernest F. Oakley. 

The summary is based on reports 
of grand juries from June, 1936, 
to June of this year. Minor repairs 
have been made at some public 
buildings, it was shown, but in 
most cases recommendations of the 
grand juries have been ignored. 

Nine grand juries, for example, 
have urged added capacity at the 
City Sanitarium to relieve serious 
overcrowding, but nothing has yet 
been done. The need for additional 
furniture, bedding, linen and such 
details as repair of plastering, in- 
terior painting and an increased 
staff at the institution also have 
not been heeded, the report said. 

Two grand juries last year point- 
ed out the serious shortage of 
nurses at City Hospital, recom- 
mending that at least 45 additional 
nurses be hired, but funds have not 
yet been provided for this need, the 
report added. The interior of City 
Hospital and the walls of Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital also were 
found to need new paint, but the 
“painting has been apparently de- 
layed.” 

At City Hall, however, the plumb- 
ing has been overhauled and the 
interior redecorated, it was shown. 
Likewise, general repairs have been 
made at the City Jail, City Morgue 
and the Workhouse. 
Recommendations for improve- 
ments of conditions at two inati- 
tutions for children—the House of 
Detention and the St. Louis Train-

Escape, 


By Colvin McPherson 


T takes some time for an audi- 
ence viewing “Escape,” at Loew's 
Theater, to realize the whole 
series of events has been set up 
merely for the thrills that may be 
given. And by the time the idea 
sinks in, the spectators are so thor- 
oughly upset and the film so near 
an end, that it is too late to get 
hold of nerves, anyway. 

For “Escape,” in its way, seizes 
the attention as desperately as any- 
thing Alfred Hitchcock ever direct- 
ed. Hitchcock didn’t direct 
“Escape,” Mervyn LeRoy did. The 
screen play came from the novel by 
Ethel Vance. And “Ethel Vance” 
has been generally accepted as the 
pseudonym of some well-known 
writer, of I. A. R. Wylie, according 
to recent report. There has been 
&|much conjecture about how much 
of “Escape” is true. 

True or not, the story is excit- 
ing. The title tells it. A hot-head- 
ed young American, played by Rob- 
ert Taylor, goes to Germany in 
search of his actress mother, played 
by Mme. Alla Nazimova, now on 
the screen after 15 years’ absence. 
The son discovers eventually that 
his mother has been sent to concen- 
tration camp and that she will be 
put to death in two days. 

How shall he get her out of her 
barbed-wire prison? He has met 
a charming young German Coun- 
tess; a widow, played by Norma 
Shearer and she is from the *old 
country—New York, that is—and 
helps him. More should not be 
told but plenty is left to keep an 
audience pop-eyed. 


Along with a: good yarn and an 
adept way of telling it (Arch Obol- 
er, the radio dramatist, and Mar- 
guerite Roberts wrote the screen 
play), “Escape” has one of the 
outstanding casts of the year. Add- 
ed to Miss Shearer’s beauty, cool 
poise and gracious dignity and Tay- 
lor’s flustered youthfulness (he does 
a sweating, good job), are the in- 
tensity of Nazimova, the skill of 
Albert Basserman, Conrad Veidt, 
Felix Bressart, Blanche Yurka and 
Philip Dorn. Dorn is the young 
Dutch actor that the columnists 
have been boosting lately and seems 
headed for bigger roles in the fu- 
ture.

With world affairs such as they 
are and the pitch of excitement 
going up and up, an ordinary de- 
tective story played by two Amer- 
icans trying to talk and act like 
born Britishers will not be very 
thrilling. This is what Loew’s has 
in its second film, “Haunted Honey- 
moon,” and the fellow countrymen 
are Robert Montgomery and Con- 
stance Cummings. 

. . . 

HE player piano era, comes 
back to tender reminiscence in 
“Tin Pan Alley,” at the Am- 
bassador Theater since yesterday. 
With scarcely enough story to re- 
late, the musical film has a wealth 
of emotional appeal for anyone old 
enough to remember when there 
was fringe on the floorlamp or milk 
bottles on the front porch. 

In those days-when, John Payne 
and Jack Oakie set out to become 
song publishers, on that thorough- 
fare of musical opportunity, New 
York’s West Forty-sixth Street. 
Alice Faye and Betty Grable are 
a sister act in vaudeville at the 
time and Alice becomes a star 
song plugger for Payne and Oakie. 
It appears in the cards that Payne 
and Miss Faye are to fall in love, 
and they do, but two hearts beat- 
ing as one is a long way off for 
them. 

Meanwhile, there are songs. 
Tunes like “You Great Big Beauti- 
ful Doll,” “Moonlight Bay,’ “Honey- 
suckle Rose,” “Goodbye Broadway, 
Hello France” and “America I Love 
You,” all bring back pleasant per- 
sonal recollections. 

“Tin Pan Alley” has time for 
big production numbers, too, with 
singing by Miss Grable and Miss 
Faye, dancing by the Nicholas 
Brothers, comedy by Billy Gilbert. 
“The Sheik” production number 
would have been a knockout even 
in war times, although my cata- 
logue says “The Sheik” didn’t ar- 
rive until 1921, years after the end 
of the film. 

Recollection is not all, however, 
for by virtue of excellent direction 
of Walter Lang and sterling per- 
formances by the quartet of princi- 
pals, “Tin Pan Alley” has a heart 
tug inherent in its story and 
is liberally sprinkled with comedy. 
It isn’t as big as “Alexander’s Rag- 
time Band” but in many ways it is 
better, more sincere, less notice- 
ably phony. By any comparison, it 
ranks as an excellent musical show. 

“Jennie,” the second Ambassa- 
dor feature, has something for the 
customers, too. It is an enjoyable 
and sentimental comedy about a 
plucky little girl who marries into 
a stern German-American family 
and frees the sons and daughters 
from their father’s domination, 
One of the best James Cagney 
pictures, “Here Comes the Navy,” 
from 1934, was revived last night at 
the St. Louis. The chip-on-ghoulder 
behavior of Ghesty Conner, played 
by Cagney, has not grown stale in 
the last six years and the comedy 
has plenty of amusement for the 
customers. On the same program 
is “Carolina Moon,” in which Gene 
Autry goes off on a jag of Southern 
hospitality.

All these sizes of bombs are fitted 
with one of two kinds of fuses; 
fuses which cause them to explode 
on or very shortly after contact, 
and time fuses. Bombs with time 
fuses are called time bombs. Be- 
cause they do not explode on con- 
tact they are apt to penetrate fur- 
ther either into the ground or into 
a building. There they lie, while the 
mechanism which will presently ex- 
plode them does its work. London- 
ers use this formula: That a time 
bomb does not prove to be a dud 
until it has failed to explode 96 
hours after contact. And maybe not 
then. The delayed explosion is ap- 
parently achieved by one of two 
methods: Clock work or chemicals. 
In the chemical kind the contact 
releases acid which eats through 
metal and finally causes the explo-

HERE seem to be no ultimate 
T techniques on diagnosing time 

bombs, but one method is said 
to be listening to it with a stetho- 
scope. This is not recommended 
for amateurs, as whether you hear 
a dripping or a ticking inside still 
casts no light on when the explo- 
sion may be expected. When a 
time bomb falls, the inhabitants of 
the house move out, the neighbor- 
hood is cleared, the streets roped 
off. The “suicide squads” of time- 
bomb removers about whom s0 
much has been written then go to 
work. London is full of tales of 
them, of their walking through 
streets with time bombs on their 
shoulders, of the crew that put one 
in the back of a taxi and it blew 
up while they were stopping for a 
red traffic light, of the number they 
have saiely removed and allowed to 
explode harmlessly in the country, 
of the number they have rendered 
harmless by removing the detonat- 
ing apparatus. 

The largest of these bombs, the 
500 and 1000 pounders, straight or 
time, can demolish a small build- 
ing, make a nasty dent in a big 
one, but destruction so terrific that 
people take strangers to show it 
to them is only accomplished with 
what Londoners call a land mine. 

I could not find out the deriva- 
tion of the name or whether it was 
true that they were exploded mag- 
netically, by coming near any 
piece of metal. But this is true 
about them; that they are 10 inches 
in diameter and nine or 10 feet 
long; that they weigh more than a 
ton and are dropped with para- 
chutes attached. Coming down, by 
parachute, they come silently and 
inaccurately—there is no bomb 
sight that can aim a drifting para- 
chute. They explode on contact. 
Their first characteristic is that 
they make practically no crater; 
that is, their crater is relatively 
shallow, three or four feet, in com- 
parison with the damage they do 
horizontally.

HE hardest questions to an- 
T ewer about the English is how 

they are going to win the war 
and what they are going to do when 
they’ve won it. The general belief 
in the Government as well as in 
the air force is that it can and 
will be won by intensive bombing 
of Germany. It is recognized that 
this can be done only with Amer- 
ican production of bombing planes 
and after the Empire pilot-training 
program is at least six months, 
possibly a year, older. The theory 
is that the industrial production of 
Germany can be crippled until Hit- 
ler hollers for help. The Greek 
show and the Middle East show are 


regarded as important but not 
crucial. But I don’t think many 
people I have talked to would call 
me a liag if I said flatly that the 
heads of the British Government 
do not know how the war is to be 
won. They simply propose to find 
out how and to win it. There was 
a great deal of talk while I was 
there about taking the offensive 
somewhere in the Mediterranean, 
even in the North. But most of the 
talk was of a bombing offensive on 
German industrial production. 

As to the post-war world, the 
most intelligent people seem to be 
increasingly conscious of their ob- 
ligation to define their objectives. 
But they are yet to be defined. 
The Government, I believe, is think- 
ing in terms of some kind of a 
United States of Europe, disarmed, 
on the ground, and policed by an 
international air force, with the 
world then to take up where:<it left 
off in its search for social justice. 
Britons Uninterested 

in the Long View. 

WENT to England full of such 
| questions as these. It did not 

take me long to find out how 
deeply uninterested people who are 
fighting for life as they know 
it—and fighting desperately with 
their’ backs to the wall—are in that 
long view of history on which 
peaceful peoples like to speculate. 

That fundamental changes are 
taking place in Great Britain there 
is no doubt. But as to estimating 
how far they have progressed, or 
appraising their permanence—that 
is a subject that is interesting to 
speculate on but not very profit- 
able. A cynic remarked to me that 
the most terrible thing that could 
happen to England was to have the 
Germans stop bombing it. There 
may be some truth in this state- 
ment. As long as the bombs do not 
kill too many people, and yet are 
still falling, England will continue 
to change, and for what we in 
America will think the better. Class 
snobbery, so offensive to us whether 
in lords and ladies or truck drivers 
or scullery maids, is forcibly break- 
ing down. A nation cannot sleep 
wherever it finds itself at night 
and with whomever happens to lie 
down next to it and not have things 
happen to its class distinctions. A 
nation cannot be in such desperate 
need of skill and so deeply indebted 
to whomever has it regardless of 
class without things happening to 
it. A nation cannot go bankrupt 
cheerfully as England is going 
bankrupt within the next six months 
without things happening to social 
relations based on capital and 
property. But as to how far this 
process has gone, and whether when 
the war is over the scullery maids 
and the ladies in waiting will go 
back to their old relationships, I 
would not venture to say.

HAT I do know is that what- 
W ever it cost, “the war effort” 

is a really universal effort, 
a tide in which every man, woman 
and child swims; and that there 
are few back eddies and waters in 
Continued on Page 3, Column 5.

In Free Area 


Riding Germany 


That Is Why British 
Raided Marseilles, 
Probably Will 
Other Points.

HE British bombing of Mar- 
T seit according to report cur- 

rent here, is likely to be mere- 
ly the first of a series aimed at 
points in unoccupied France, be- 
cause at those points exist French 
industries working on war orders 
for the Germans. 


This latter fact came as a shock 
to people here who have been hop- 
ing the Vichy government would 
really not do anything to favor 
Germany in its assault on Britain. 
Some circles in V’ashington have, 
however, known for some time that 
the Petain government accepted a 
German demand to allow “free” 
Frerich industries to work for the 
German war machine. At least 12, 
maybe 20, French factories have 
accepted orders and more are ex- 
pected to follow. 


The Petain government explains 
its conduct on the ground that 
something must be done to combat 
unemployment, which is said to ex- 
ist on an alarming scale. Therefore, 
Frenchmen are being encouraged to 
accept jobs in war industries 
working for. Hitler. 


The British early informed the 
French they would consider such 
plants ‘egitimate targets. Specific 
target of the recent bombing of 
Marseille was the Cantiers de la 
Mediterranee, a factory building 
tanks for the German army. 


It is believed the French Gov- 
ernment is not altogether proud 
of its decision to help the Nazis 
fight Britain, and thus accounts 
for the feebleness of Vichy’s pro- 
test to London over the bombing 
and the lame excuse to the French 
people, namely, that the British 
planes had mistaken Marseille, for 
Turin, Italy. The British knew 
quite well what they were shoot- 
ing at, had informed the French 
that they would shoot at it, and, 
it is believed, succeeded in hitting 
the Cantiers. 


In view of this situation, officials 
here are convinced the sooner the 
newly appointed United States Am- 
bassador, Admiral William D. 
Leahy, reaches his post at Vichy, 
the better. For, unless all signs 
are misleading, the Amgrican Gov- 
ernment intends to make it perfect- 
ly clear to Vichy that this country 
is working for a British victory, 
that it looks with disfavor, not to 
say indignation, upon all assist- 
ance given to Germany, and that 
if Vichy persists in its determina- 
tion to help the Nazis, it can ex- 
pect scant courtesy from the Unit- 
ed States.

WAR DESPITE 


Candid Survey Reveals Arms Makers, Manu- 
facturers, Merchants and Big Estate Own- 
ers as Chief Beneficiaries—Elimination of 
Jewish Competitors Listed as a Factor.

AZI social policies and war and rearmament taxes have done 
Nm to level and “adjust” incomes but have not, apparently, 
wiped out the chances of accumulating private fortunes. 


In general there have been no 
spectacular profits during the war, 
but there are several classes which 
have benefited. A remarkably can- 
did survey, obtained through an 
official source, lists four such gen- 


eral groups and even refers’ to 
some of them, at least, with a 
phrase that can be translated only 
as “millionaires in secret” or “hid- 
den millionaires.” The survey de- 
scribes these groups as: 


1 Armament manufacturers 
whose profits are rigidly controlled 
on a cost plus basis, but whose 
turnover has been vastly increased. 


2. Smaller manufacturers and 
building contractors whose profits 
are less rigorously limited and 
whose benefits have come indirect- 
iy as a result of the demand for 
heavy goods. 


3. Merchants and manufacturers 
not directly, or indirectly, connect- 
ed with war activity, whose fields 
have been freed of foreign compe- 
tition as a result of Nazi trade 
policies and whose markets have 
been broadened by general re-em- 
ployment. 

4. Owners of large agricultural 
estates, especially those devoted to 
wheat production. 


To these the study adds two oth- 
er groups which cut across the 


previous classifications. 
One comprises those business 
and professional men who have 


been provided additional opportuni- 
ties through elimination of Jewish 
competitors or who may have been 
“enabled to purchase Jewish busi- 
nesses under very favorable condi- 
tions.” 


Of the second the study says: 

“It cannot be denied that a large 
portion of Germany’s new wealth 
owes its origin to inner political 
conditions. Hitler and his collabo- 


rators have placed a large number 
of their followers and party mem- 
bers in leading economic positions 
to act. As they neither reject the 
principle of private ownership nor 
of private incomes, they have no 
objection to these men earning a 
lot of money.” 


Little is said for domestic con- 
sumption about any of the incomes 
described in the survey and the 
stress generally has been on the 
other side of the picture. The best 
informed neutral observers agree, 
however, that the study is essen- 
tially accurate, 


Income from security invest- 
ments has been the most closely 
controlled. A decree, which ex- 


pires next month, limits the amount 
of distributed profits with some 
exceptions to 6 per cent. Any de 
clared profits above this figure 
must be deposited with the Reichs- 
bank where they are available for 
investment in Government securi- 
ties and credits by which the Nazis 
are financing roughly half of their 
50,000,000,000 marks yearly ex- 
penses. The Minister of Economics, 
Walther Funk, has stated publicly, 
however, that this measure will not 
be extended. 


There has been obvious pressure 
too to prevent increases in declared 
dividends of companies dealing 
heavily in war and Government or- 
ders. The directors of one of. the 
largest shipbuilding concerns, for 
example, announced in June that 
they would increase their declared 
dividends this year from 10 to 12 
per cent. 


A few days later came a second 
announcement that they had recon- 
sidered and would maintain the 
earlier 10 per cent figure. Many 
concerns with earnings of less than

Italy Reported 
Hard Hit by 


80 Pct. of Imports 
Cut Off, U. S. 
Agriculture De- 
partment Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP), 


HE British Mediterranean 
T biccxade has been so effective, 

the Agriculture Department re- 
ported today, that Italy faces the 
winter deprived of many sorely- 
needed foodstuffs and agricultural 
raw materials. 

By barring the gates of the 
Mediterranean at Gibraltar and at 
Suez, Great Britain has cut off the 
sources of more than 80 per cent 
of Italy’s imports, the department 
said. 

“This blockade is so effective in 
stopping the flow of supplies need- 
ed by Italy,” the department said, 
“that it has more severely disor- 
ganized the Italian economic struc- 
ture than anything else the war 
has accomplished.” 

In a report on “Italian Agricul- 
ture Under Fascism and War,” the 
department, using confidential in- 
formation said to have been ob- 
tained through diplomatic channels, 
told how Germany’s Axis partner 
had resorted to strict rationing in 
an effort to make available sup- 
plies last as long as possible. 

“The restrictions on food con- 
sumption,” he report went on, “are 
heavy for an agricultural country 
like Italy, even in time of war.” 
Great numbers of the poorer class- 
es were said to be suffering from 
malnutrition. 

The department said Italy, on its 
entry, apparently expected the war 
to be of short duration. ‘ 

“It was only after more than a 
month of warfare, when the Italian 
Government became less certain of 
the duration of the conflict, that 
genuine alarm was felt and more 
inclusive rationing was adopted.” 

Not only have Italians felt the 
pinch of food shortages, but higher 
prices as well. The report said 
prices were 40 per cent higher than 
when Great Britain and France de- 
clared war on Germany. At that 
time, the report said, Italy already 
was suffering from the effects of 
four years of conflict in Ethiopia 
and Spain, from the “uneconomic 
attempt” to achieve self-sufficiency 
and from the increasing speed of 


rearmament.

Because the man 
who is making only $20 to $35 a week 
cannot pay that much for labor in addi- 
tion to the high price of materials. 

If the building trade unions would per- 
mit us to work for $6 or $7 a day, we 
could be working 10 to 12 months a year 
instead of only two, three or four 
months, and many of us old-timers would 
be working building homes, instead of 
trying to eke out a living at anything 
we can find.

Note the hollowness of the argument which Chair- 
man Sumners of the House Judiciary Committee and 
Representative Michener of Michigan employed 
against Mr. Cochran. The St. Louisan should with- 
draw his objection, they said “in the interest of the 
convenience of members in town as well as those 
out of town”! 

Representative Cochran’s reply to this was per- 
fect, and those Congressmen who were seeking to 
maneuver the Logan-Walter bill through a more or 
less empty chamber must have winced. Said the St. 
Louis member: “The welfare of the American public 
ought to be taken into consideration, rather than the 
convenience of the members.” 

The sponsors’ reference to those out of town took 
note of the fact that more than half the members of 
the House are away from Washington and that if a 
roll call is forced on the Logan-Walter bill, they 
would be recorded as “absent.” 

Be recorded as absent! How else should they be 
recorded when the Logan-Walter bill comes up for 
final action if they are not in their seats? Are the 
constituents of the missing Representatives not en- 
titled to know their names? Why should the voters 
back home not have the list of those members who 
were either absent or deliberately ducked the vote? 
How much longer are subterfuge and trickery to at- 
tend the handling of this bill in Congress? 

For the fact is that this backward measure owes 
its present legislative position to sneaking tactics and 
bungling. It got through the Senate in the first 
place when administration leaders were napping. 
On that occasion, the unanimous consent device was 
worked, so that there was no roll call. 

Senate reconsideration was obtained, but in April 
the bill was put through the House in a buck-passing 
vote, with many members unrecorded. There it 
lapsed until the administration’s so-called majority 
leader in the Senate, Barkley of Kentucky, announced 
ready for a vote this week, and then stood by and 
watched it go through, 27 to 25—a margin of one 
vote, really, with 44 Senators absent! 

No one will object to sincere revision of admin- 
istrative procedure. A special committee of experts 
in administrative law is now completing a study of 
this important field with a view to making rec- 
ommendations to the Attorney-General for improve- 
ments. But the way of improvement is not to place 
all Federal agencies in a strait jacket and to sub- 
ject them to appeals for purposes of delay and con- 
fusion and deliberate interruption of administrative 
action. 

The time has come to drag the support of the 
Logan-Walter bill into the open. There hag been 
enough dark-lantern business. Who wants this bill 
and why? Let them come into the light and explain. 

Many Senate members missed the roll call Tues- 
day. The vote in the House in April was no fair 
test. And only Congressman Cochran prevented final 
passage yesterday without a roll call! 

Is Congress in session or isn’t it? 

If it is, let its members get in their seats and an- 
swer to their names on such a sweeping, far-reach- 
ing, reactionary bill as that which two lame ducks 
—Burke and King—pushed to a vote in the Senate. 

If Congress is not in session, then let its mem- 
bers go home and quit trying to sneak this thing 
through the back door. 

Nothing will discredit our democracy quicker than 
performances of this sort. No blow struck at us from 
the outside can compare with sabotage in Congress.

It distributes no baskets or toys, but it is a means 
for making all such distribution more effective. It 
operates as a clearing house. It will tell an indi- 
vidual whether a family is already scheduled to re- 
ceive a basket from some other source. It will in- 
form an organization if a block of poor homes is to 
be provided for by some other group. 

The service which the Christmas Bureau affords 
is vital to effective Christmas hospitality for the ' 
needy. Use of it increases every year. There should 
be more than ever this time.

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WHY A MISSOURIAN SHOULD BE APPOINTED.

and that a Missouri-trained Judge, other things 
being equal, is in better position to perform the 


duties of an Appellate Judge in this circuit than a 


Judge from some other state.

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THE MAYOR’S CIVIL SERVICE PROPOSAL. 

Mayor Dickmann has placed before the citizens of 
St. Louis a proposed municipal civil service act for 
study and criticism. It is in many ways an excel- 
lent measure and its presentation offers renewed 
hope that the city at last may have a permanent 
body of civil service employes removed from politics 
and holding their jobs on the basis of efficient and 
faithful service. 

One major objection immediately is yoiced, name- 
ly, that the Mayor’s measure would “blanket in” some 
thousands of persons already on the city’s payroll. 
The objection has force. There are many persons 
on the payroll who owe their jobs to political prefer- 
ment and who lack competence, Under an ideal sys- 
tem, city jobs would be filled strictly on the basis 
of merit as determined by competitive examination. 

So what should be done? Should the city reject 
Mayor Dickmann’s proposal because it protects pres- 
ent jobholders, and thereby forfeit the possibility of 
any civil service system at all? We do not think so. 
‘We believe it is better to accept a greatly needed 
reform, even though it falls short of perfection, than 
not to get it at all. Let no one be so naive as to 
suppose that we will ever have a Mayor, Republican 
or Democratic, who will be willing to sweep the City 
Hall clean of his followers and start over with a 
merit system based on competitive examination. 

It has been charged that the new plan of selecting 
Judges, adopted by the people of Missouri at the last 
election, gives advantages to the sitting Judges. That 
is true, yet is that an argument for sacrificing the 
many long-range advantages of the new method? 

Reforms have to start somewhere. Further, re- 
forms have to bear some relation to political expedi- 
ency and human nature. There is no such animal 
as “the star-eyed goddess of reform.” Reform comes 
through compromise and by slow gradations, but 
that does not rob it of its virtue. 

Moreover, “blanketing in” present employes could 
be hedged around with certain safeguards. Since 
fairly stiff efficiency ratings are to be‘given by the 
personnel director under the proposed plan, it is 
possible to see to it that jobholders meet a fairly 
high standard. The incompetent ones can gradually 
be weeded out. Again, if the public demands it, 
this weeding-out process might be accelerated by 
placing in the proposed law a clause providing for 
non-competitive examinations. 

There is nothing hard and fast about the present 
draft. The Mayor, as we say, has offered it for 
public inspection and public criticism. No doubt that 
inspection and criticism will result, and will produce 
many ideas for the improvement of the measure. 

The important thing is that the city now has a 
chance to install a real merit system in the City 
Hall. Will we quarrel and quibble about it? Will 
we demand absolute perfection? Or will we agree 
on a sensible and practical measure, even though it 
does give certain advantages to the party in power? 
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FLORAL EVIDENCE, TOO.

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SHOULD THE BUYER KNOW THE PRICE? 

The Vultee strike and Secretary Stimson’s charge 
that the Douglas company is not co-operating in 
the national defense effort are signs that our airplane 
industry is far from what might be desired. 

Some clashing of gears is, no doubt, to be expected 
in getting it or any other industry into step in our 
march toward military preparedness. For speed- 
ing up this process, there can be no better instru- 
ment than the pressure of public opinion. 

Yet Washington seems to be adopting a policy of 
shielding the war industries as much as possible 
from critical eyes. In connection with the Vultee 
case, for example, it was announced that the price 
paid for training planes is a military secret. That 
is ridiculous. What possible good could it be to a 
potential enemy to know the price we are paying 
for planes? What interests him is their speed, their 
range and their fire power. 

It is a different matter for the taxpayer. He 
knows from his World War experience that here is 
a lush field for the profiteer. He is willing to pay 
a fair price, but when the bills are kept a secret, 
his confidence is shaken. This is unfair to the 
honest industrialist. It may prove a handicap when 
Congress is asked for more funds. After all, the 
taxpayer is buying the planes. He is entitled to 
know the price. ; 

And, as has been indicated, there are phases of 
the defense program, other than that of cost, which 
might well be set before the public. After all, in 
a democracy even rearmament depends on the will 
of the voter. And he can’t be blamed for looking 
askance at a pig in a poke.

To the Editor of the PostsDispatch: 

N your issue of Tuesday, in “Letters From 
| tne People,’ I read a letter written by 

Marguerite Jordan complaining about the 
price of coal. It happens that the letter was 
placed immediately below the box stating 
the Post-Dispatch platform written by the 
elder Joseph Pulitzer 33 years ago. That 
platform starts with the following words: 
“I know that my retirement will make no 
difference in its (the paper’s) cardinal prin- 
ciples; that it will always fight for progress 
and reform.” 

No one can deny that there could be no 
progress and no reform more urgently need- 
ed than the elimination of smoke from the 
atmosphere of our city. So those of us en- 
gaged in that effort might sit back in smug 
complacency and point to the words of a 
great citizen of the past as fully justifying 
our work. It would be unfair, however, to 
Mr. Pulitzer’s platform, and it would be un- 
fair to Miss Jordan or to the argument (if 
there be one) to stop there and fail to quote 
further. 

The platform goes on to state other prin- 
ciples, some of which states that the paper 
should “never tolerate injustice or corrup- 
tion,” “never lack sympathy with the poor,” 
“always remain devoted to public welfare.” 
Certainly these latter principles are just 
as important as the principle of reform. In 
fact, it is my firm belief that all must go 
hand in hand as far as possible and practical 
toward any goal for real civic accomplish- 
ment. 

= - ° 

I recognize no greater voice than that 
of the people (if that word is all-inclu- 
sive) and have so stated many times in my 
talks and writings on smoke elimination. 
I have stated to those of the opposition 
(and there were many of them) that the 
Smoke Elimination Committee felt that it 
had a mandate from the people to rid our 
city of a curse that was destroying the 
health, economic welfare and well-being of 
the citizens. The indorsement of 152 civic 
organizations, many of which were made 
up of the grass roots of the citizenship, the 
indorsement of all of our daily papers and 
all of our radio stations, as well as that 
of the man on the street, seems to sub- 
stantiate our belief that we were respond- 
ing to the voice of the people. There exists 
a groundswell of unanimity that this work 
must be done and, if possible, well done. 

I make this statement so that Miss Jor- 
dan and those who think alike with her 
will believe in our sincerity when we, as 
the committeemen responsible for the pres- 
ent ordinance, make the statement that we 
have tried to bring about a direly needed 
reform with due regard to all classes of 
the population. We have weighed carefully 
the part that the small householder must 
play—yes, we have given far more consider- 
ation to him than to one large corporation 
which alone is spending $1,500,000 to keep 
from being a smoke offender—and is volun- 
tarily doing so. We have considered the 
small purse fully as much and, if I have to 
say it again, more than large corporations 
such as railroads, factories, commercial 
houses, apartments, hotels and institutions. 

Let no one champion either the small 
householder’s case or that of any of these 
others in the belief that all were not given 
every consideration. Months ago, there was 
just as much complaint on the part of some 
in all of these groups as there may be today 
on the part of some of the householders. We 
no longer hear that word of complaint from 
these others, for experience with the use of 
equipment on the part of some and the use

of the higher grade fuel on the part of 
others has convinced them that there is no 
increased cost and that in many instances 
there is even a saving—and at the same time 
smokelessness. I am just as confident that 
the small householder likewise will learn 


from experience. 

Reports from many have already indicated 
that they now realize that the price paid 
per ton or per basket is not the proper 
yardstick for measuring cost. A carpet at 
$2 a yard, on account of the service and 
use it gives, may prove far cheaper than 
one at $1 per yard. LEight-dollar coal of 
today is $5.60 coal compared with the past 
if it contains 30 per cent more heating units 
than the old coal, which it does, and $7 
coal of today (obtainable now) is $4.90 coal 
under the same condition. I might also men- 
tion the fact that the apparently, but not 
truly, higher-priced coal is far more free of 
the nuisance of ashes and is far more clean, 
and by being so creates an additional sav- 
ing and brings with it a life of well-living 
for which it might be worth paying some- 
thing to attain. 

* a 

Let us remember that we at in our first 
year—in fact, almost our first month. Ex- 
perience has taught us that the uneven 
spots of today will be evened out in the 
future as in other such undertakings. Has 
not accomplishment already made given us 
not just a hope, but an assurance for the 
future that we can live under the sun and 
see it? No great civic reform can be ac- 
complished without some cost, especially at 
its inception, but who would discard all re- 
form, and who would not change from 
dirt, filth and disease to cleanliness even 
if*it cost something? 

Perhaps, while we are on the subject of 
this letter, we might better visualize the ar- 
gument by turning to the last page of the 
issue in which it appeared and compare the 
picture of “Black Tuesday” 52 weeks ago 
with the picture of “today” taken under 
similar climatic conditions. Cannot those 
who saw these pictures have faith that we 
are at last on our way to smokelessness, and 
at no great cost? The cost of smoky fuel 
in other metropolitan cities is greater than 
our own cost for smokeless fuel, heating 
quality considered. The citizens of all these 
other cities, including thé small householder, 
have no greater means than we. 

If the small householders of all these 
other cities pay a price for smoke-producing 
fuel as high as we pay for the better heating 
and smokeless variety, can we be charged 
with not giving due regard to “’ -stice” and 
“public welfare” and “sympathy for the 
poor”? Have we not given full consideration 
to these principles as we moved toward our 
goal of “progress and reform”?

McDonald, who formerly lived in 
St. Louis, will continue to work 
under Jesse H. Jones, the Federal 
loan administrator, whose office 
includes supervision of all housing 
loan activities of the Government. 
It was said he was resigning his 
present post so he could give more 
time to the management of the 
Maryland Casualty Co., in which 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, another Federal loan 
agency, has a large investment.

McDonald, in his letter of resig- 
nation, said he had_been anxious 
for some time “to return, at least 
in part, to private business,” add-

The last year for which compara- 
tive figures are available is 1937 
and the study says that the share 
of interest in the national income 
from 1932 to 1937 dropped from 4.9 
to 4 per cent. During the same 
period the share of wages and sal- 
aries increased from 54.2 to 55.1 per 
cent while the share of independent 
incomes from trades and profes- 
sions more than doubled, rising 
from 11.6 to per cent. 

Taxes on which the Government 
depends for something like 24 bil- 
lion marks of its annual expendi- 
ture are likewise an admitted heavy 
drain, particularly on bachelors and 
childless families. There are cases, 
the survey says, where bachelors 
with incomes of 100,000 marks re- 
tain only 10,000 after taxes are paid 
and it is theoretically possible for 
an unmarried man who has been 
exempted from military service to 
part with his entire income by the 
tax route. 


Increase in Wages. 


Wages, meanwhile, have _  in- 
creased from 7 to 10 per cent since 
the beginning of the war. The sur- 
vey says the average for the Reich 
in 1938 was 28 marks a week com- 
pared with 22 in 19382 and may now 
have exceeded 30. Foremen earn 
as much as 350 to 400 marks a 
month. The average figure ap- 
pears low but it includes. the 
earnings of women and juveniles. 
There are still fields, however, the 
survey continues, where wages are 
not yet considered sufficient, prin- 
cipally among agricultural workers 
and laborers in some branches of 
the building industry. 

Nazi policy has opposed wage in- 

creases other than those of the so- 
called leveling process but has 
faced the increasing pressure of 
labor shortage. Neutral experts 
estimate that there are 1,500,000 un- 
filled industrial positions. This re- 
sults partly, of course, from  de- 
mands of the army and the com- 
pulsory labor service which is used 
on public projects. 
Among estate owners those with 
large properties have benefited 
most, the survey says, because of 
the action in 1932 in stabilizing 
grain prices at improved figures. 
The antipathy to price increases 
since 1933 has made it difficult to 
bring similar aid to the fields of 
cattle raising and dairying and has 
left the smal! and medium farm- 
ers in less favorable positions.

000 in cash on deposit in American 
banks, 

- “These cash resources were exclu- 
give of the gold held for British ac- 
count. More than $4,000,000,000 
worth was shipped to the United 

States from various parts of the 

Empire in the first year of the con- 

flict. The great bulk of this is Brit- 

ish-owned. 

’ The figures on British cash hold- 


proceeds ‘from the sales of Ameri- 
can securities—most of the world 
was money here in unprece- 
dented amounts for safekeeping. 
Net capital inflow into the Unit- 
ed States from bank deposits, pur- 
chases of American securities and 
similar transactions, was $806,831,- 
000 from Sept. 1, 1939, when the war 
started, last Sept. 4. The total in- 
flow was much larger, but the net 
figure was reduced by British with- 
drawals. 

At the end of the year total for- 
eign bank deposits in this country, 
some of its normal commercial bal- 
lances but most of it staying here 
for refuge from the war, had 
reached the record-breaking figure 
of $3,601,419,000. 

The largest individual share of 
this belonged to France and its cit- 
izens, $515,191,000. This has been 
“frozen” by presidential order. 
Switzerland was next with $476,- 
388,000, and Canada was third with 
$395,894,000. Britain’s $385,719,000 
deposit figure was fourth. 

No figures were given on the re- 
maining security holdings of any 
countries, but notwithstanding the 
British and Canadian sales of near- 
ly $35,000,000, foreign holdings of 
American securities actually in- 
creased due to purchases including 
$59,470,000 by Switzerland, $11,567,- 
000 for Italy, and $10,038,000 for The 
Netherlands.

Answer Lies in Lack 
of Control in Aijr. 


ET there is no doubt whatever 
Y tna in Holland, Belgium and 

France, small military objec- 
tives were utterly demolished, even 
military objectives as small as coun- 
try crossroads. The secret of the 
difference, of course, lies in con- 
trol of the air. An army that has 
control of the air—real control of 
the air, ability to do what it likes 
in the air—can destroy anything 
above ground utterly and complete- 
ly. Anarmy that has not control of 
the air, but can only fly into it on a 
hit-and-run basis or by night and 
at great altitudes even then, cannot 
destroy what it likes, must waste 
its energies and its ammunition in 
fantastic proportion, 


There are possibly blank individ- 
ual structures in the city of London, 
which is X times Y miles square. 
Unless and until interception by 
night is effected the Germans can 
destroy some of those dwellings 
whenever they care to fly over the 
city. But it’s been figured out that 
at the rate they are currently de- 
stroying them it would take blank 
years to demolish London. 


The physical damage to London, 
to sum up, was more genegal and 
more extensive than I had imag- 
ined and much less effective on 
military targets. If you love Lon- 
don the damage you can see there 
now will make you very sad. The 
wanton, haphazard ruin. And if it 
is to go on for a year, as the Lon- 
doners themselves expect it to go 
on while they gain the strength to 
fight back, it may well become 
appalling, but at the same time you 
must remember that all the damage 
that has been done to date has cost 
the lives of only 6000 out of 8,000,- 
000 Londoners. That might be at 
the rate of 24,000 a year, although 
it would not be, because before the 
year was out the shelters would be 
stronger and safer. There is no 
reason to believe that London can- 
not take it if it continues to want 
to, and it certainly was prepared 
to when I was there.

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6-0.P. WILL FIGHT 
‘OB FREEZING’ IN 
MERIT SYSTEM 


Chairman Evers Says Any 
‘Guarantee’ to Incompe- 
tent Workers ‘Is a Bad 
Proposition.’ 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann’s 
proposed charter amendment for a 
merit system will be opposed by 
the Republican party in the April 
election unless the clause “freez- 
ing” 7000 City Hall employes in 
their jobs is eliminated, Fred W. 
Evers, chairman of the Republican 
City Committee, said today to a 
Post-Dispatch. reporter. 

Evers said the proposal might 
be supported by the Republicans if 
changed to provide for non-com- 
petitive examinations for present 
employes, but added this would be 
a matter to be decided by the Re- 
publican City Committee. The mat- 
ter will be discussed at a meeting 
of the committee Tuesday evening. 

“As everyone knows, there are 
many incompetent persons working 
at the City Hall,” Evers said, “and 
any merit proposal that would 
guarantee them their jobs is a bad 
proposition.” 

Need Only Passing Grade. 

If. the semployes were required 
to take non-competitive examina- 
tions they would be required mere- 
ly to make a passing grade to re- 
tain their jobs. The Ramspeck 
bill, passed last week by. Congress, 
provides that 200,000 additional 
Federal employes placed under civil 
service under the bill will be re- 
quired to take such tests. 

Apprehension that the city em- 
ployes, who with their families and 
friends, form the backbone of the 
City Hall machine, might knife 
the merit system proposal, was re- 
sponsible in part for the provision 
“freezing” them in their jobs. 

A city official who declined to 
permit use of his name told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: “We had 
to give employes some protection 
and assurance of their jobs, or 
they certainly would have gone to 
the polls and stabbed the proposal.” 
Most city workers obtained their 
positions, as in previous adminis- 
trations, through political “pull” 
and ward service for the party in 
power. 

Reasons for Provision. 

Many employes, worried over talk 
of a merit system, protested to their 
committee members, others com- 
plained to city officials. It was 
decided to exempt present employes 
from new examinations for three 
prime reasons: 

To pacify city employes who 
feared loss of their jobs. 

To gain their enthusiastic sup- 
port of the proposal so that they 
would help put it over in April 
instead of trying to kill it. 

To avoid the time and expense 
incident to the examination of 7500 
city employes. 

In connection with the third rea- 
son, city officials took the position 
that such time and expense would 
be wasted because, of the 7500 em- 
ployes, 3000 had to take competitive 


tests to get their jobs and “without’ 


question” could requalify; 4000 oth- 
ers, unskilled workers, such as hos- 
pital, park and street department 
workers, took no tests to obtain 
their jobs and in any type of sim- 
ple, manual qualifying examination 
consistent with the hature of their 
work, could easily pass. 

The remaining 500 city employes 
are classified as temporary work- 
ers and, under the proposal, would 
have to submit to non-competitive 
tests, in which they would be re- 
quired to make a passing grade.

OME girls and women harbor the impression that soap and 
‘water washings of the face should be discontinued once the 
cold weather sets in. This is, of course, silly. Your skin

HY was the Duke of Windsor 

sent to be Governor of a very 

Minor colony of the Empire 
he once ruled? 


I do not know. It is, of course, 
obvious that he could not remain 
in France. The chance of a mem- 
ber of the Royal Family being tak- 
en prisoner by the Germans is one 
with complications and dangers ap- 
parent to everybody. 


If this is St. Helena, as many 
people have suggested, I will tell 
you that the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor have refused to recognize 
it or admit it. They are carrying 
on in the British tradition. It is a 
little more difficult because’ they 
have no vision of what lies ahead 
for them. 

The Duke of Windsor works 
hard. He has, already, seen real 
future possibilities for agriculture 
in Nassau. He takes them very 
seriously and, in his usual way, is 
getting around him all the men 
who can give him information 
about the past of the islands. He 
consults engineers, farmers, and, 
above all, the important men who 
understand many things that are 
strange to him—men like the fa- 
mous Sir Harry Oakes, who owns 
so much land in Nassau. Sir Harry 
himself, one of Canada’s great self- 
made men, told me that the Duke 
had consulted him about his work 
there and asked for information, 
intending, as soon as he could clear 
up the official duties, to make a 
tour of all that had been done. 


Also, he receives the admirals 
and officers of the American Navy, 
and will be responsible for building 
air bases here. 


The Bahamas, under Windsor’s 
governorship, will concentrate 
greatly upon raising money to send 
to the Mother Country in her need 
—and for this purpose the Duke 
finds time to work out plans with 
the leading financiers of Nassau. 

The failure of the sponge in- 
dustry—some disease killed it off— 
was the most serious blow to the 
Bahamas, and I found that the 
Duke of Windsor knew all about 
that and had read every report 
made by biologists who came to in- 
vestigate. He is also studying the 
United States C. C. C. project as 
a possible means of aiding needy 
native youths in the Bahamas. 

It was while we discussed these 
things that I came upon one fact 
that interested me enormously. One 
that I, certainly, had greatly mis- 
understood for years.

into consideration, home life is in- 


finitely better for the average child 
than institutional care. But we 
might, at least, see that the child 
receives as fair a break in that 
home as he would in an institu- 
tion. Yet not once in a thousand 
times does this happen. In the 
overwhelming majority of cases, 
the parent who obtains custody im- 
mediately begins to “take it out on 
the kid.” 
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THIS DOES NOT necessarily im- 
ply physical mistreatment. To the 
contrary, the alienation process 
often includes extreme indulgence 
. . . any form of coddling which is 
apt to enrage the dispossessed par- 
ent. But even at its worst, phy- 
sical mistreatment is less harmful 
to a child than emotional mal- 
practice. An atmosphere of spite, 
constant suspicion and self-pity is 
infinitely more destructive to an 
impressionable, growing spirit than 
corporal cruelty. 

“There ought to be a law! And 
one with teeth in it! No child 
should be penalized for the marital 
misdeeds of its parents, and this 
fact should be impressed upon said 
parents before ever they leave the 
court. Thereafter, it should be as 
illegal to upset the child’s mind, on 


such scores, as it would be to break 
his arm or brand his body. 

As a matter of fact, no normal 
child has any real sympathy for, 
or interest in, parental feuds. Noth- 
ing could be more boring to such 
a youngster than to be yanked away 
from his own affairs to listen to 
Mama and the Girl Friends mourn 
over her wrongs. This fact is rec- 
ognized in most courts by exclu- 
sion of the child from all divorce 
preceedings. But once outside the 
courtroom, the battle goes merrily 
on, with no holds barred. 

All of which is bad enough when 
the child is an infant, but it be- 
comes an indecent tragedy when 
the feuding is protracted into 
adolescence. For by this time, un- 
less a miracle prevents, he has 
learned to use the situation for his 
own profit and_  self-exploitation 
‘ and gleefully proceeds to 
play both ends against the middle. 
There’s no more shameful blot on 
our national name than such spec- 
tacles. 

I repeat—there ought to be a law 
for parents who can’t or won't 
Consume Their Own Smoke. A 
sneak thief is a noble citizen be- 
side the mother or father who will 
steal an innocent youngster’s peace 
of mind or sully his unsuspecting 
love,

EITHER COMMON or juvenile 
warts respond to focal applica- 
tions in many instances—any an- 
tiseptic such as ammoniated mere~ 
cury or salicylic acid, will work, 


My own family remedy is formalde-' 


hyde. Get a half-ounce bottle and 
tip it up so as to wet the cork and 
touch the wart lightly with the 
moistened cork four or five times 
a day. 

The X-ray and electro-desicca- 
tion—a sort of electric cautery— 
are to be used when the simple 
means fail. 

A remarkable set of observa- 
tions is that of Bloch who cured 
warts by suggestion. The eyes of 
the patient are blindfolded and he 
sits with his hands on an electric- 
ally controlled vibrating machine. 
No electric currents of any kind 
enter the body, however. The 
warts are painted with methylene 
blue or red ink, and the patient 
is told that so long as any trace 
of color remains he is not to touch 
the warts. This latter caution pre- 
vents reinfection. The disappear 
ance of warts under these circum- 
stances explains the old housewife 
inethod of rubbing the wart with a 
piece of raw meat and burying the 
meat under an apple tree on a 
moonlight night, or burying the 
dish rag under the porch. 

At any rate, the patient should 
always be warned at the begin- 
ning of treatment that it may take 
time, so he will not give up in des- 
pair if the first methods fail. 

Plantar warts are very trouble- 
some, undoubtedly due to infection 
from walking barefoot in - bath 
rooms and gymnasium showers.
